Lord A dare

Help for Horses 


It is common enough on a frost¥ morn- 
ing in Dublin to see carters spreading 
sacks to enable their horses to keep a foot- 
ing on the slippery streets. But even 
when there is no frost, and the surface of 


slight inclines has become greasy from 


motor oil, it is not unusual to see horses 
with heavy loads in difficulties. In spite 
of the contention that motor vehicles will 

soon replace horses altogether for street 
transport, the horse and lorry is still less 
costly for short distances than the petrol- 
driven vehicle, and this state of affairs is 
likely to continue until some cheaper fuel 
or more economical type of internal com- 
bustion engine is discovered. In the mean- 
time the horses are having a bad time try- 
ing to draw loads along streets and roads 

which have been paved with a view to 
motor traffic. Scattering sand or gravel 

to give a grip seems to be of little use. 

since it is soon swept away by "buses and 

fast motor-lorries. It would be interest- 

ing, therefore, to learn what has become 

of the proposal put forward some time ago 

to the effect that trace-horses should be.

The advocates of 
Howth pointed to the dreadful robberies 
which took place nightly on the road 
between Dublin and Dunleary, while the 
Dunleary champions asserted that the 
travellers to Howth must not only be pro- 
tected against footpads, but also against 
pirates, who might attack them from the 
sea. Nevertheless, it was not until the 
construction of the Dublin and Kingstown 
Railway, and the consequent increase of 
building along the coast, that the district 
was freed from the menace of robbery 
under arms. 


American Sportsman 


To-day’s sale of Sir James Nelson's 
horses seems to have brought an influx of 
visitors to Dublin. Among notable arrivals 
is that of Mr. Ambrose Clark, the 
American sportsman—one of the world’s 
rich men.

City Pot Ovens 


In addition to giving a peaty reek to 
the atmosphere in the vicinity of Merrion 
street, the extended use of turf in the 
city has, Il notice, revived some old 
country customs in Dublin. For instance, 
walking along Parnell street the other 
afternoon, I cbserved an appetising dis- 
play of home-made bread in the window 
of a small shop. There was a notice in 
the shop that this home-made bread was 
baked on a turf fire and in a pot oven. 
A pot oven is one of those quaint three- 
legged pots which are used in country 
farmhouses for culinary purposes. When 
covered with glowing sods of turf these 
pots make an excellent substitute for an 
oven. The bread baked in a pot oven is 
ost appetising. 


‘Northern Ireland 


The wireless station which I obtain on 
my set with the greatest difficulty is 
Northern Ireland. There are Continental 
stations on either side of its wave Jength, 


and as they are of greater kilowatt 
strength they completely blot out, Belfast. 
It does seem strange that the station 


nearest to Dublin (apart from the Free 
State stations) is one of the most difficult 
to hear. However, when the new hich- 
power station at Lisburn is opened, with 
a strength of 100 kilowatts, it is the Con- 
tinental stations in its wave length vici- 
nity which will cease to be heard in this 
country. .Very often the Northern 
Ireland programme contains items which 
Free State people would like to hear, and 
those with small power sets will welcome 
the chance of obtaining some alternative.

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PEEP AT VISIONARY 
MOUNTAIN LAKE -

N the afternoon of last week's big-wind 
Ó I set out with three friends fur 
Blessington and Ealaion rather 
fearful that fallen trees would forbid our ap- 
proach. But our fears proved groundless as 
we sped upwards ulong the old steam tram 
route, now converted by the county surveyors 
of Dublin and Wicklow into fitteen miles or 
thereabouts of excellent modern roads on 
which regular omnibus services—to’ the joy 
of residents and visitors—now replace dis- 
carded ‘‘ Puffing Billies ’’ : i 
Then, Blessington behind us, uphill and 
down-dale by by-roads to Burgage and Hum- 
hreystown and Poulaphuca and Ballymore- 
justace--filling our lungs with atmospheric 
champagne and feasting our eyes on Mother 
Nature's endowments of wild mountain and 
picturesque valley. And, as far as the - 
could penetrate- in excellent visibility, the 
provhetic vision of the Griffith-Moynthan- 
Kettle mountain-bound lake which is designed 
to cover a. territory equal to something like 
three times the area of the Phenix Park to 
stretch about ten miles southwards from 
Blessington, and I forges how many miles 
eastwards, in endless series of hillside creeks 
and inlets. 


TEN LOUGHS DAN IN ONE 


~ Viewing the long-promised ‘ake from a local 
‘Mount Pisgah ' we forgot about such things 
as powér-houses and overhead ‘cables and 
aqueducts—and let our minds revel in the 
potential picture of ten Loughs Dan in one, 
just half an hours ‘bus run from Dublin's 
city boundaries. Along the lakeside we saw 
visions of week-end bungalows, of quiet sana- 
toria and of other health retreats nestling 
alongside in hillside recesses, and of happy 
thrones of Isaak Walton’s disciples. . And. 
remembering that it was a mid-winter’s after- 
noon, we concluded one hour on our vantage 
point in the coming spring and summer 
months would surely suffice to sweep 
away the last. doubts of _ critics 
(if such be left) of the Poulaphuca's poten- 
tialities—not only as sources of strict public 
utility, but as a new home of public health 
and of picturesque amenity. 

Were it not for merely monetary considera- 
tions we felt that the ie should be there, 
were it never to yield a gallon of water or a 
unit of electricity. With an engineer who had 
surveyed the terrain as our guide we were 
interested incidentally to observe the way in 
which kindly nature had simplified the task 
of the engineer. Thrown acfoss a narrow 
rocky gorge we learned that an embankment, 
about 200 feet wide and 100 feet high, would 
give us our 5,000 acres of picturesque and 
useful lake surface! 


A CHAIN OF SATELLITE 
VILLAGES 


Then, as ‘we turned homewards, our 
thoughts and conversation centred on other 
potentialities of Poulaphuca. We thought of 
satellite villages, fed with water and _ elec- 
tricity, springing up along the routes of the 
new aqueduct and the new overhead cables. 
Satellite settlements not merely of cottages 
and allotments and churches and schools and 
shops—but settlements in which many in- 
dustries might thrive as the allies of garden 
and field. We saw the thriving chocolate 
factory beside Tallaght, and we asked our- 
selves, ‘‘ why not many other such deliver- 
ances from the hustle and bustle and grime 
of brick-and-mortar-bound environment? ”’ 
Tallaght, we remembered, had actually been 
scheduled by Dublin’s housing achitect, in

of such industries as—let us say— fhe: fabrica- 
tion of clothing, the manufacture of boots, 
of. biscuits, or of -sweetmeats or many other 
esses in which the cost of transport is 
subsidiary to other outgoings’? At all events, 
such were some of the possibilities—nay the 
robabilities !—which my friends (three hard- 
Seaded engineers) talked of as we came back 
from Poulaphuca ! 


PRACTICAL ISSUES 


'-But, while many of these things for many 
years may remain dreams, let us mu upon 
the bases oí hypotheses which should appeal 
to ‘* practical ’’ members of the community. 
The first hypothesis is that the Poulaphuca 
scheme will soon be initiated as a purely 
utilitarian undertaking. The second is that 
the work of constructing the dam, and power- 
houses and acqueducts, will call for 
the local housing—or “ hutting ’’—of many 
hundreds of artisans and labourers. The 
third is that the whole Blessington area, 
yet undiscovered by more than a fractional 
proportion of the citizens, will 
popular feature in Dublin’s landscape. And 
the fourth is that engineers and contractors, 
bent upon merely engineering achievement, 
will, if vncontrolled. have little regard to. con- 
siderations of natural beauty and added 
amenity. 

Where, then, lie possibilities of preserva- 
tion and safeguards’? Surely, within the 
framework of the Town and Regional Plan- 
ning Act. Instead of unsightly hutments, 
why not groups of planned cottages at Poula- 
phuca, and along the route of the aqueduct, 
for the temporary accommodation of artisans 
and labourers. to be planned as the neuclet 
of satellite villages? In a sentence—why not 
plan Poulaphuca and its ancillaries, not 
merely as sources of electricity and water, 
but as a great homogeneous and dynamic out- 
growth of Greater Dublin? — 


POTENTIAL PUBLIC ASSETS 


And, if we turn to another extremely prac- 
tical aspect of the whole problem, is it not 
surely .worth while to consider whether ,it 
may not’be possible so to legislate, and to 
plan, as to make the whole area a great and 
growing financial asset for the community? 
To-day. the lake area and its surround- 
ings can be recovered, without injustice to a 
single private interest, at reasonable costs per 
acre; reasonable as compared with: the re- 
covery prices which mound have to be ‘paid 
in later years! 

Here again ths safeguard seem8 to. be 
obvious. When. the necessary measure is 
being drafted (possibly it may even now be 
in the draughtsman’s office !), why should not 
powers be taken to secure revenues. from 
widely surrounding lands as future public 
assets? As instances of the value of what 
engineers’ describe as “wide I mits’ of 
deviation,’’ one might mention the foresight 
of men who enabled the Grand Canal Com- 
pany of to-day to pay its dividends from 
rentals of outlying isle or, similarly, the 
vision of those who, a few. decades ago, 
secured vast revenues from similar sources for 


his recent report to the City Manager, as a 
grass-surrounded satellite village; and as we 
passed the outward-bound ‘buses we peil 
“why not also Brittas and Blessington and 

Ballymore and Rathcoole and Clondalkin? ”’ 
Does any barrier more formidable than tradi- 
tion and habit, we asked ourselves, stand in 
the way of the growth of chains of village 
communities in health-restoring and self- 
supporting settlements? Jn brief, why the 
nerve-racking city factory and its remote con-

Thus it seems to some of us that. the 
idealist. and the public financier—the planner 
and the legislator—may work hand-in-hand 
for an achievement whose dividends . for 
coming generations of citizens. may well prove 
immeasurable in terms of public health and 
substantial in terms of money. Such, at all 
events, were the visions inspired -by a winter 
afternoon's visit to Poulaphuca !

A YEAR OF PROGRESS 


Fifty thousand salmon ova, obtained 
from the Department of Fisheries, were 
hatched at the Electricity Works Hatchery 
last year, and the fry were put into the 
Dargle River. It. is hoped to put 50,000 
brown trout. ova into the Ballinastow 
Hatchery this year. 

These developments are mentioned in the 
report to be presented by Mr. 8. Mac 
Cathmhaoil, secretary, to the fifth annual 
meeting of the County Wicklow Anglers’ 
Association in the Town Hall,. Bray, on 
January 22. 

It is significant of a revival of interest in 
angling that seventy-three old members of 
the Association renewed their subscriptions 
during the year and. seven new members 
were elected. Including 42 part members, 
the total membership now is 122, or two less 
than last year. | 

Fishing in the reservoirs, it is stated, 
shows signs of revival, and it is hoped to 
make it as good as ever it was within. a 
couple of years. Recently a deputation from 
the Association, consisting of the Hon. 
Secretary, Dr. Raverty, Captain Odlum, and 
Messrs. Leary and.

THE LORD MAYOR ON 
CLEAN PICTURES 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin likes to see 
people going to the cinemas, because he 
thinks they provide a ‘‘safety valve’’. for 
their feelings.

The Lord. Mayor congratulated Mr. Morton, 
the company’s general sales manager, on the 
high standard reached in the film, which, he 
said, “was a cléan one and’ would appeal: to 
all tastes.

Gogan. on his. appointment as Free State 
representative of the company. There were 
more cinema-goers in Dublin, he said, than 
in any other city in Europe of its size, and 
it was a ‘very wise and proper thing that.

ctures... The proprietors of cinemas. in 

ublin were reasonable. employers and gave 
reasonable rates of wages to their employés.

MR. DILLON WARNS 
THE GOVERNMENT

AIL EIREANN sat yesterday afternoon 
to consider the recommendations of 
the Senate to the Land Purchase 

(Guarantee Fund) Bill, 19365. 

The SPEAKER announced that he had 
received from the Chief Justice, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Procedure and 
Privileges, the report of that Committee. 
declaring the Land Purchase (Guarantee 
Fund) Bill a Money Bill, and he now asked 
that the report be laid on the table of the 
House. 

Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) asked could 
the report be discussed. 

The SPEAKER said that the Chief Justice 
had given his decision, and that decision 
stood. The only matter that could be dis- 
cussed was whether the report be printed. 

Mr. DILLON said that it was desirable 
that the report should not be printed in order 
to place on record a very scandalous pro- 
ceeding that took place in that House when 
the President announced quite blandly his 
intention of packing the Committee. i 
_ The SPEAKER said that matter was not 
in order—the facts surrounding the report 
could not be discussed. 

Mr. DILLON asked if he could refer to the 
words of the Chief Justice in introducing that 
report, in which he said that having heard 
the arguments on both sides he was greatly 
—— in his view that this was a Money 

ill, 

The SPEAKER said the deputy should 
think carefully before attributing motives to 
the Chief Justice. 

Mr. DILLON said that no other oppor- 
tunity would arise of contrasting what 
actually happened at the Committee and 
what the President prophesied would happen. 

The SPEAKER said that the deputy could 
not discuss that without re-opening what had 
tnken place. 

The report was ordered to be printed. 


SENATE’S RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS 


The bill, with recommendations. as received 
back from the Senate. was then taken. 

The SPEAKER said that he would allow 
the recommendations to be discussed 
generally, but there would be separate 
divisions on each recommendation. 

Mr. MacENTEE (Minister for Finance) 
moved that the Dail disagree with the 
Senate recommendations (which are to remove 
the retrospective provisions from the bill). 
Mr. DILLON said that these recommenda- 
tions had drawn from the Government some 
very interesting reactions. Perhaps the most 
interesting of all was that from Deputy P. 
Smith, of Cavan, who, at the Cavan County 
Council meeting, as reported on Saturday, 
January llth, in the Anglo-Celt, said. that 
“there was no change in the procedure with 
regard to the annuities, but Cork and Louth 
County Councils had taken action in the 
High Courts on the questions, and a number 
of the High Court judges were now old and 
feeble men, and the bill befove the Dail was 
an attempt to remove any ambiguity in order 
to insure that these old men might not be 
put to unnecessary trouble.” 

He (Deputy Dillon) wanted to know if 
the Attorney-General. adopted that. view and 
recommended the bill on those grounds. Were 
they to understand that any judge who was: 
not to be intimidated was to be. considered 
by President de Valera as an old and feeble 
man, unable to discharge his duties, and 
only suitable to be abolished, under a Con- 
stitution which they could amend in ten 
minutes in that House? Was this the be- 
ginning of a campaign for the .abolition of 
the Judiciary? This was the first time .that 
they had deliberately sought to undermine 
the independence of the Judiciary. 

The restrospective effect of this bill would 
place a burden of one million pounds on the 
rural ratepayers, and again he asked where 
that money was to come from. The Govern- 
ment themselves with all their machinery 
had admitted their inability to collect the 
annuities, and now they were passing on 
the responsibility to the County Councils. 
The people in the country had not paid their 
annuities simply because they had not the 
money. This was the poorest and gloomiest 
Christmas the people’ had ever known in tne 
rural parts of the country. 


THE RURAL AREAS 


While they had a comparatively busy 
Christmas in Dublin and Cork, in rural 
Ireland they had a progressive deterioration 
of the purchasing power of the pople. He 
warned the Government that the condition 
of the people in the rural areas was steadily 
declining, and if the present business went 
on, and the people on the land were not culy 
unable to buy the little luxuries they had 
been used to; but were unable to meet their 
normal liabilities, the Government were joing 
to create a rural proletariat so sick of con- 
ditions that they would follow anybody who 
would upset the existing system, beca ae 
they would be satisfied that nothing could 
bs worse than the present position, The 
rural population was the. sheet-anchor of 
stability. Was the Government going to 
destroy it? Bad as the doctrines of the 
recent Rathmines meeting were they could 
not be worse than the system that had been 
thrust on them during the last four years. 

Mr. Dillon stggested that in the end the 
bill would lead to the abolition of the county 
councils who would refuse to use the whip 
in the collection of these moneys, and in the 
lang run the money would be taken out of 
the Board of Health estimates throughout 
the country, the scheme thus being financed 
out of the destitution of the people—the poor 

eople who could not defend themselves, and 
Íor whom there was no one to speak, 


OBNOXIOUS BILL 


Mr. G. BENNETT: (U.1., Limerick) said 
that the people who would suffer under the 
hill were the struggling, honest men, who 
had been able to barely make ends meet up 
to the time when, owing to the Government 
policy, they found themselves unable to pay 
their annuities. Eventually there would be 
total collapse of the social services, and the 

r and unemployed would suffer through 
the retrospective clause in the bill, 

The bill was obnoxious to practically every 
class in the community in the rural districts, 
and to a great many in the cities and towns.

CASE OF COUNTY MAYO 
Mr. DAVIS (U.I., Mayo, North) said that 


the Minister and others had pointed to Mayo 
as an example of a poor county which had 
met its obligations, but the return the people 
of Mayo got for paving their rates and 
annuities was to have £17,000 deducted from 
the grant to the County Council, which would 
mean an increase of 1s.

MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. MacENTEE (Minister for Finance), in 
reply, said that the effect of accepting the 
recommendations of the Senate would be to 
prevent, the realisation of what had been 
always the practice of the State. The bull 
would not upset the established order or 
interfere with uniform practice. It merely 
declared what had been done with the fuil 
knowledge of deputies, public authorities in- 
volved and the benefactors from public moneys. 
It was not true to say that the Executive 
had been advised that the decision of the 
Courts was likely to go against them. The 
Courts had not decided the law, and, though 
the doubt existing was not a grave one, the 
circumstances in which the action had been 
launched made it imperative on the part of 
those responsible for asking the Dail to vote 
public moneys, to take steps to terminate 
the litigation, and not to allow it to proceed 
further. 

The litigants were people who were 
to the extent of £265,000, and 
the suit was to repudiate their obligations. 
The understanding that always governed 
these grants had operated since 1923. It was 
nonsensical and hypocritical to put the 
present bill and its retrospective provisions 
on the same plane as the Finance Act of 
1931, which reversed the decision of the 
Courts given in favour of the widows and 
orphans and an executor who was endeavour- 
ing to carry out his trust to a deceased 
person. If the bill were not retrospective, a 
sum of over £700,000 would- have to be 
made good to the general taxpayer. The 
opposition to the bill simply meant that 
County Councils which had discharged their 
cbligations in relation to land purchase 
should make themselves responsible for the 
debts and obligations of the County Councils 
which had endeavoured to repudiate their 
liabilities in that regard. The Government 
was not going to ask the general taxpayer to 
accept responsibility for the obligetions of 
the ratepayers of certain counties. NReason 
and honesty demanded that the bill should 
be retrospective. 


SERIOUS POSITION 


He was not going to minimise the setious- 
ness of the position which had been created 
in certain counties, and he hoped that the 
debate would bring home to the ratepayers 
that the people responsible for this position 
were the people who refused to pay their 
annuities. They had heard of the sad plight 
of these counties, but they had not heard 
from any members of the Opposition that 
these people should pay their annuities.

35s. a ton for British coal, and 25s. per 
The position. in 
January of this year was that they were 
obliged to pay, first, 42s, and then 50s. for 
British coal, and írom 32s; to 34s. per ton 
for British: slack. That meant that the 
price of slack had gone up by 100 per cent. 
since last year. They were selling the coal 
at 3s. 6d. per bag, which only left them a 
profit of 6s. per ton for their labours in 
distributing the coal which they bought. at 


50s. per-ton. 

They said that it was within their know 
ledge that the coal for which they ,wete 
being charged those very high prices was 
in the stocks of the merchants for some 
time. i 


BELLMAN'S EXPERIENCE 
One bellman who has been ‘distributing 


coal in Dublin for over thirty years, 
stated: that he had never known , such 
‘“rubbishy ” coal as was being supplied 
to Dublin bellmen now, The continental 
coal was much superior, and the only con- 
clusion the bellmen could come to was 
that there was being dumped on the Free 
State the rubbish heaps of the British 
collieries, and sold to bellmen at an 
exorbitant price. 

The bellman in question quoted an 
instance where four of his colleagues were 
charged by one firm in Dublin on Monday 
for the same coal 40s., 42s. and 44s. per 
ton. As regards slack, there was-a similar 
experience. Bags of slack were sold to bell- 
men at 1s. 9d., 2s. and 2s. 3d. per bag. 

The deputation asked Mr. Norton to 
make representations to the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to ensure that 
adequate supplies of coal at reasonable 
prices should be made available for the 
bellmen, and that if this could not be 
secured in respect of British coal, con- 
tinental coal should be admitted, because 
it was unfair to the poor to expect them 
to pay the high prices charged for British 
coal. They also asked that representa- 
tions should be made to the Minister: re- 
garding the quality of British coal, and 
that coal of better quality than that now 
being imported should: be insisted upon. 

Mr. Norton undertook to consider the 
case submitted to him carefully, and to 
make the necessary representations to the 
Minister.

HE big offensive which had been ex- 
pected for some weeks was launched 

last Sunday by General Graziani on the 
southern frcnt Its purpose was to scatter 
the army of Ras Desta, believed to number 
60,000 men, which has been harassing the 
Italian left wing for over a month north- 


west of Dolo, and. constituting a serious 
menace te General Graziani’s intended 


advance towards Jijiga and Harar. 

The troops of Ras Desta have been mass- 
ing and slowly moving forward between 
the Ganale Doria and Dawa Parma rivers 
towards Dolo fo weeks past. Italian 
troops had, in consequence, been concen- 
trated at Dolo to meet the threat to the 
left flank. | 

It was clear that no Italian advance 
could be made in the centre of this front 
while this menace on the flank remained, 
and General Graziani decided to take the 
offensive before the Abyssinians could 
launch their attack. All through last 
Saturday Dolo was the scene of feverish 
preparations for the attack. 


ATTACK LAUNCHED 


The troops at General Graziani’s dis- 
sal were Dubats — Somali irregular 
bais ii regular troops from the 
Gavinano Division and black shirts from 
the newly-arrived Tevere Division. There 
were also tanks, armoured cars and aero- 
planes. The attack was launched at dawn 
on Sunday morning by Dubats, with tanks 
and armoured cars in support. The Italian 
troops were held in reserve. 

Moving forward in several columns the 
troops quickly drove back the Abyssinians, 
who retired towards their own main body 
without much resistance. Aeroplanes co- 
operated with the ground troops, reporting 
novements of the enemy and maintaining 
contact with the different columns, 

The offensive continued on Monday and 
Tuesday with a succession of “ hops ‘a 
forward, in which the Garra_ region, 
between the two rivers. was over-run. ‘The 
minor. Abyssinian chieftains whose tribal 
levies opposed the Italians were driven 
back after brisk resistance, especially 
when they had to face the tanks. | 


MOWN DOWN 


The Abvssinians, it is stated, sustained 
considerable losses in the subseguent pur- 
suit, as they were mown down by the 
machine guns of the tanks and armoured 
cars, ! i 

The advance is continuing, and it is 
claimed that Ras Desta’s army is in full 
retreat It is declared that the various 
Italian columns and the different arms 
engaged each maintained perfect co-ordina- 
tion. The enemy troops were well armed. 

The regular troops engaged are com- 
pletely mechanised. Most of the Italians 
are Sicilians, who provide some of the 
stoutest shock troops of all Italy. Others 
are volunteer black shirts, one legion 
being entirely recruited from the Argen- 
tine and Bazil.

| Again, in Íront of the main dépóts are 
strings of smaller ones inter-connected by 
lateral tracks.

The fighting is expected to contiiiue now 
until Ras Desta ceases to be a menace on 
the ieft flank, and the road lies safely 
open for the main objective of General 
Graziani—Jijiga and Harar. 


THE COMMUNIQUE 


Communiqué No. 97, dealing with the 
offensive, and published in Rome yester- 
day, says :— 

‘‘ Marshal Badoglio telegraphs: Abys- 
sinian forces under the command of Kas 
Desta have, for several days, been in 
occupation of positions between the Ganale 
Doria and the Dawa Parma, for the pur- 
pose of exercising pressure on our Somali 
front in the Dolo sector. On January 
12th General Graziani began a vigorous 
action against the troops of Ras Desta. 
The Abyssinians have been driven back 
and are being pursued. The action con- 
tinues on the whole front. Our losses so 
far have not been serious. On the 
Eritrean front there has been intensive 
aerial activity.” 

The advance appears to be the beginning 
of the expected push on the southern front, 


for which General Graziani’s army has 


| been reinforced from 45,000 to 75,000 men, 


says a Rome message. 

It is expected that while Ras Westa’s 
forces are attacked Italian columns 
between the Webbe Shebeli and the Fafan 
rivers may push up in the direction of 
Jijiga and Harar. Light tanks and 
armoured cars will head the advance, and 
aircraft will give active support. 

The *‘‘ little rains’’ are understood to 
be falling on the Somali coast, but they 
extend inwards only gradually, and do not 
reach Harar till about the middle of Feb- 
ruary. Consequently, the present advance 
may be a race between the Italian 
mechanised forces and the rains. which 
would render their progress difficult.

THE CONFERENCE 
GOES ON 


—- é— 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
remarks: Japan has decided to withdraw 
from the Naval Conference on account of 
her failure to secure the acceptance of her 
own particular formula for naval limita- 
tion. Everyone will regret the decision, 
though regret is tempered by the know- 
ledge that the withdrawal does not mean 
the end of the Conference. The delegates 
of the other four Powers will go on with 
their work, and are hopeful of achieving 
useful results, especially with regard to 
the inter communication of construction 
plans, and the restriction of the size and 
gun power of different types of vessels. 
An agreement on these subjects between 
Great Britain, the United States, France 
and Italy would, of itself, help to check 
any danger of a renewal of the race in 
naval armaments, and would, moreover, 
form a valuable basis for future discus- 
sions in Which all the Naval Powers would 
take part. Such an agreement will lose 
some, though by no means all, of its 
effectiveness by the absence of Japan. 

All along the logic of the Japanese case 
has been baffling, proceeds The Times. So 
far as their desire is to get rid of the 
suggestion of inferiority felt to be involved 
in the acceptance of a lower ratio, it can 
be attained only by dropping quantitative 
limitation altogether, and by substituting 
some other method of restraining com- 
petition. So far as Japan wishes, in fact, 
to have a navy in the Pacific equal to 
the whole American Navy, both in the 
Atlantic and the Pacific, the wish is un- 
attainable.

| oe was some comment yesterday on 
the fact that President de Valera did 
not attend in the Senate when: the motion 
with regard to the abolition of the Senate 
was being discusscd. The President was 
in charge of the bill in all its previous 
stages, and it was naturally assumed that 
he would havo been present yesterday for 
the final review. 

Several speakers in the debate made 
reference to his absence, and when Senator 
Milroy again drew attention to the matter 
about six o’clock, Senator Quirke, who was 
apparently in charge of the Government 
Party, asked leave to explain. It was 
then that the House learned of an incident 
which had occurred earlier, but which had 
passed unnoticed by the great majority of 
Senators and spectators. 

It appears that Mr. John J. Hearne, 


External Affairs, had taken a position in 
the part of the House set aside for officials 
and advisers of Ministers, behind the seat 
usually occupied by the Minister in charge 
of a bill. Mr. Hearne, it was stated, had 
been asked by the President to take notes 
of the proceedings for him. An official of 
the Senate asked Mr. Hearne whether the 
President was coming, and was informed 
that he did not know. 

Later when he did not come Mr. Hearne 
was informed that in the absence of a 
Minister he could not occupy tliv position, 
and it was suggested that he should go to 
the public gallery on the front bench, of 
which accommodation would be found tor 
him. Mr. Hearne then retired and did 
not return. 


NO MINISTER PRESENT 


Senator Quirke’s explanation was taken 
by Senators as an indication that the 
President does not propose to attend the 
Senate during the remainder of the debate, 
which will be continued to-day. He was 
not present in the Senate Chamber at any 
time yesterday, and the debate was carried 
on in the absence of any Minister. A 
question will arise as to what member of 
the Government Party will wind up the 
debate. Senator Connolly, the Minister 
for Lands, who on ordinary occasions 
speaks for the Government, is still absent 
through illness. In the event of the 
President not being present, this duty 
may be undertaken by Senator Quirke.

“ ALAS, POOR SENATE ”’ 


Senator O’Neill, in a voice so mournful 
that it might have been a burlesque of 
melancholia, spoke for a very, very long 
time, indeed, holding a handkerchief in his 
hand, as if prepared for a lapse. He was 
not, however, mourning the dismissal of 
the Upper House, but, rather, bemoaning 
the dreadful record of that Upper House 
in the history of the Free State. ‘‘ Alas, 
poor Senate,’’ in the manner of the 
crocodile, wept Senator O'Neill, ‘‘ going— 
going’’; and so lengthy were the pauses 
between each word that Senator O’Hanlon 
made various loud noises of protest. 
Senator O’Neill wanted to know if he 
might quote from a newspaper cutting, 
but he did not seem directly to address 
the Chair. The Cathoirleach pointed out 
his error. ‘‘ With all due respect,’ began 
Senator O'Neill. “ Never mind the re- 
spect,’’ interrupted the Cathoirleach ;

U.S. 'PLANE FALLS 
INTO SWAMP 


PASSENGERS AND CREW 
DROWNED

DOUGLAS ’plane belonging to 
American Air Lines crashed into a 
swamp near Goodwin, Arkansas, on Tues- 
day night, the fourteen passengers and 
three crew being drowned. The crash is 
believed to have been due to the craft los- 
ing one of her propellers. 


The pilot’s last message reported— 
“3,000 feet. O.K.” The next message 


came from Goodwin, Arkansas, where a 
shopkeeper said: ‘‘I heard a roar of the 
'plane's motors and a terrible crash—then 
-no mora.’’ 

Five ambulances immediately dashed out 
from Memphis and scoured the country to 
discover the ‘plane. 

The machine is now reported to be 
lying Half-submerged in the swamp. Re- 
turning members of the search party said 
that the sheriff and others had remained 
by the wreck, endeavouring to extricate 
the bodies by the light of flares. 
Onerations were hampered by the fact 
that the rescuers were obliged to work 
while standing in deep water. 

The death list is the largest in the 
annals of American heavier-than-air avia- 
tion. 

Mr. ©. R. Smith, President of the 
American Air Lines, stated at Fort Worth, 
Texas, that an immediate investigation 
was being undertaken in conjunction with 
the Department of Commerce, in order to 
ascertain the cause of the accident. 

It is established that there were no 
British passengers or well-known persons 
in the wrecked air liner. 


RED ARMY PAY 
INCREASE 
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NOW 1,300,000 STRONG

The pay of officers and men of the Red 
Army will be raised by fifty-seven per cent. 
this year, according to an announcement 
made by Marshal Tuchachevsky, the Vice- 
Commissar for Defence, at  to-night’s 
session of the Central Executive Council 
of the U.S.S.R. 
The Red Army, he said, now consists of 
1,300,000 men, of whom seventy-seven per 
cent. had already completed training and 
were actually under arms.

JAPAN’S ATTITUDE 


Japan last night withdrew from the 
Naval Conference.

Mr. Nagai, one of the chief Japanese 
delegates, told Reuter last night that there 
was no doubt, however, that the Japanese 
Government would appoint two observers 
to the Conference, as there were several 
other questions—such as naval bases—in 
which Japan was very interested, and on 
which they hoped to come to an agreement.

Hig pronosal 
was that they should make it clear to the

as at present constituted. If the Dail would 
agree to amendments to the bill ensuring that 
a new Second Chamber would be .established 
in place of the Senate, which it was proposed 
to abolish, he proposed that they should pass 
the bill as thus amended. and not only that 
they should do go, but that they should co- 
operate with the Dail in the enactment of 
any legislation that might be found neces- 
sary or desirable for the purnose of enabling 
the change-over to be carried out as smoothly 
and as easily as possible. 

“ While not admitting that this House has 
been ineffective or has failed in its duty in 
the past, I, and those with whom I am asso. 
ciated, have repeatedly stated that we would 
welcome any shane which would add to its 
usefulness, and 1 feel certain that there is 
not one member of the group to which I 
belong who would not gladly retire if by so 
doing he eouid help to bring about a new 
Seanad which would be representative in 
character and free from party control.’’ 


NO APPEAL TO PEOPLE 


““H would appear,” said Mr. Douglas, ‘ to 
be the intention of the President to pass this 
bill info law as it stands over the head of 
this House and without any appeal to the 
people, whether by referendum or by general 
election. - Such action’ is fundamentally 
wrong, and should, in my opinion, be opposed 
by every constitutional means. It is con 
trary to all recognised principles of democracy 
to make a drastic change in the method of 
Government of a country without a dirécs 
mandate from the people or without provie- 
ing that the proposed change shall be sub 
mitted to the people before it comes into 
effect. I cannot find evidence that the Go- 
vernment either asked for or obtained a man- 
date to establish Single Chamber Govern 
ment in this country. I am satisfied beyond 
doubt that they did not obtain any authority 
from the people to place.a bare majority of 
the Dail in an unrestricted position to amend 
or repeal any or every article of the Con 
stitution. without any period of delay or with 
out any kind of reference to the electorate, 
and that is exactly what this bill proposes to 
do. 

‘If any article of the Constitution does 
not suit the Government of to-day it can use 
jis majority to abolish that article, and, if 
pressed’ for time, Standing Orders can he 
suspended, and the bill passed in one day 
and become law by the evening. The new 
Sixth Stage in the Dail, suggested by the 
President as a substitute for the Seanad. 
would be utterly useless on such an occasion,

‘Even the independence of the Judiciary, 
always regarded in civilised countries as the 
sure shield of the individual against tyranny, 
is gravely threatened; for the belated 
attempt made to safeguard it in the bill is 
at best feeble, and at worst may be totally 


ineffective. Under the schedule, Article 63 
of the Constitution will now be altered so as 
to require the votes of four-sevenths of the 
members of Dail Eireann before a Judge can 
be removed from office. But there is nothing 
to prevent a bare majority removing Article 
63 altogether, which means that a Judge can 
be removed by a bare majority—by first re- 


moving Article 63, and then removing the 
Judge.” 


THE LABOUR PARTY 


Continuing, Mr. Douglas said that the 
Labour Party in the Dail, having assisted in 
every way to create the situation, was at last 
showing signs of uneasiness. The value of 
their protestations was somewhat lessened by 
the fact that, although more than ‘eighteen 
months had passed since the Senate passed 
and sent to .

‘ SAFEGUARDS GO 


One of the greatest features in the bill to 
abolish the Senate was that it sought to 
effect the momentous constitutional change 
from a bi-cameral to a uni-cameral system 
by the simple process of deleting from the 
Constitution all references to Seanad 
Eireann. The safeguards, which were 
universally regarded elsewhere as the 
necessary concomitants of single-chamber 
government were, in the ill, con- 
spicuously absent. There was no other 
country 1 the world which claimed to adhere 
to the principles of democratic government 
in which a simple majority in Parliament 
had unlimited power to alter the Constitution 
and to filch from the people any quantum of 
its sovereign power. Im uni-cameral countries 
the restrictions on the power of the Legisla- 
ture were found to be even more stringent 
than.in bi-cameral countries 

He went on to say that the Saoistat would, 
if the bill sent to the House passed, have 
the unique distinction of being the-only one 
of the seven uni-cameral countries which had 
no democratic safezuards. 

Their Constitution was carefully designed 
for a bi-cameral system, and he had the 
gravest doubts whether it could be made to 
work as an efficient system by the simple 
process of lopping off one of the two limbs 
of the Legislaturs 


ADMINISTRATION LAW 


In something like fifteen per cent. of their 
statutes passed by both Man of the 
Oireachtas power had been given to executive 
Ministers to make what was called adminis- 
trative law; but power. was resérved to each 
House to annul any such law. It needed ‘no 
argument to show that this power was con- 
ceded by the Legislature to the Executive:on 
the faith of the continuance of the bi-cameral 
system. Power giveh to the Dail alone to 
annul the administrat'e laws.cf the Execu- 
tive Was, therefore, of no practical value as 
a safeguard of the people. 

He did not suggest that the present 
administration had any direct responsibility 
for the present chaotic condition of the Con- 
stitution, or that the . position ‘could be 
remedied by continuing the present method 
of electing the Senate, or even by creating a 
new second chamber. “Hé did suggest, how- 
ever, that the present time was a dangerous 
time to exptrimenut with single chamber 
government. 


THE CONSTITUTION 


“I believe,” he said, “that the time has 
come for a-revision of the: Constitution on 
non-party lines, and for a careful considera- 
tion of the principle involved. I suggest to 
the President that a new Constitution should 
be drafted, and that the draft should be 
prepared not by civil servants, but by a 
committee of persons of proved ability and 
experience representative of all sections of 
the community,” 

Mr. DOUGLAS, concluding, said that he 
considered that the religious minority had 
been well and even generously treated by 
the successive Governments since the State 
came into being, and he was satisfied that 
the minority did not need any special pro- 
tection, though he would like to see it repre- 
sented in the Legislature. There was still, 
however, a minority, consisting of Catholics 
and non-Catholics, which was unwilling to 
attach itself to any of the organised political 
parties, and consisting of just the kind of 
citizen likely to serve the nation effectively 
in a Second Chamber, 

Not the least of his objections to the bill 
was that it would deprive the Legislature of 
the wisdom and counsel af men, both Catholic 
and non-Catholic, who, though in a small 
minority, had a valuable contribution to make 
to the achievement of a united Ireland, and

THE REPUBLIC

to establish the Republic. 

Mr. L. O'NEILL said that he was in com- 
plete agreement with Senator Douglas as to 
a Second Chamber, but wiser heads than his 
appeared to be in @ tangle as to the sort of 
Second Chamber they ought to have. Ii 
Senator Douglas had brought forward his 
motion. on the day the bill was first before 
the Senate something might be said for the 
sincerity of it.

He was still in favour of the 
bill without any reservations whatever. 

Mr. 0O’NEILL declared that the Senate had 
not been impartial in its dealings with the 
two Governments. 


MR. DE. VALERA’S ABSENCE 


Mr. MILROY said that he disagreed with 
Senator McLaughlin that the President's 
absence was due to. his contempt for the 
House, | In his opinion, it was the President’s 
fear of the House that kept him away; his 
fear of being mastered in argument; his fear 
of having his bubbles of historic and fantastic 
rhetoric punctured ; his fear of having to face 
a repetition of .what had happened when the 
bill was previously before the Senate. His 
whole case against that House was stripped 
naked of reality and shown to be what it 
was—a cheap, poor delusion, a sham and a 
fraud, | 

Mr. QUIRKE—Perhaps, it might be of 
interest to Sénators to ale the real reason 
for the President’s absence. The President 
was, as a Matter of fact, in the House, and 
an ofheiál of his department wás sent 
there, he added,~to take notes, as was the 
custom. That official was approached by an 
official of the’ Senate, and informed that 
unless accompanied by his Minister he would 
have to. be accommodated* in: the" public 
gallery. Could the President come there 
that day in view of that umprecedented 
incident? He believed that it was pre- 
meditated and indicative of the vindictive 
policy of the majority of the House against 
the President personally, and indicative of 
the vindictiveness contained in the speech of 
Senator Wostropp Bennett, when he came to 
the tloor of the House and dragged the name 
of the House in the mud. : 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. .J. J. 
Hearn, Legal Adviser to the Department of 
External Affairs, came into the Senate af 
ó o'clock. He was ‘asked if the Minister 
was coming, and replied that he was not 
aware that he was. Mr. Coffey was then 
asked tu tell him that he could not remain 
in the seats reserved for Ministers and their 
attendants when the Minister was not in 
attendance, but that a seat would be pro- 
vided for him in the front row of the gallery. 
Mr. Hearn then left. 

Mr. QUIRKE said that that explanation 
might be all right from the Chairman's 
point of view. He had seen the President 
and officials in other parts of the House, and 
found out that the procedure was the same 
in both Houses, and that was that seats 
were available at all times for officials who 
came to wait for Minister and take notes 
in the abseree of a Minister. It must have 
been known that the President was in the 
Dail at the time. 


CHAIRMAN’S RULING 


The CHAIRMAN said that the official had 
no right to be there without a Minister. 
Mr. MILROY-=—Senator Quirke’s 
appearance as a substitute Minister 

proved to be somewhat of a fiasco. 

Mr. QUIRKE—Sez you. 

Mr. MILROY—And he improves on matters 
by introducing those beautiful American 
slang phrases.

He was president of the 
Royal, Zoological, Society of Jreland, _presi- 
dent of the “Section of Anatomy and 
Physiology of the Royal Academy of 


Medicine in lveland, and a member of its 
Council for many years. From 1917 till 
1925 he was a member of the Council of the 
Royal Dublin Society, and, at the end of 
that time, he was appointed Governor of 
that Society and a member of the Council 
of the Royal Irish Academy. In 1934 he 
became a Warden of Alexandra College, 
and in the same year, when he was elected 
President of the Anatomical Society of Great 
Britain and Ireland, he was the first lrishman 
to hold this distinguished position. 

As an author Professor Dixon won further 
honours. He was the writer of several well- 
known papers on zoology, embryology and 
anatomy, and of a manual on human 
osteology, and he contributed a section on 
the uro-genital system in Cuningham’s Text 
Book of Anatomy. He also took a large 
art in the preparation of Cunjngham’s 
Manual of Anatomy. 

Professor Dixon was 
Margaret Kerr Johnston 
and he is also survived by his son, Dr. 
Patrick Kerr Dixon, M.B., F.,R.C.8.I., who 
is in control of the Chimbamo Hospital in 
the Belgian Congo, and by a daughter, Miss 
Margaret FE, Y, Dixon, a demonstrator in 
anatomy at Trinity College, Dublin.

Subsequently two of the Punch 
girls conveyed the Volunteers to.a hut in the 
Shannon, and brouglit breakfasts there on 
the following morning.

MANCHUKUO 
THREATS 
MONGOL FRONTIER 
CLASHES

Vigorous language is used in the Notes 
that have been exchanged between the 
Governments of the Mongolian People’s 
Republic—a protége of the Soviet Union 
—and the Government of Manchukuo— 
Japan’s Manchurian protége—on the 
subject of recent border incidents. 

The text. just published in Ulanbator 
shows that, in a Note dated December 
25th, the Manchukuo Foreign Ministry 
threatened ‘‘ to undertake decisive action, 
notwithstanding the consequence thereof.”’ 

In a second Note, dispatched three 
days’ later, the Manchukuo Government 
reiterated that, ‘‘ in the future, it will be 
forced to undertake any measures neces- 
sary for the purpose of self-defence.” 

In its reply, dated January 12th, the 
Government of the Mongolian Republic 
says that the nature and tone of both the 
Manchukuo Notes can only serve as fresh 
confirmation of the absolute lack of desire 
on the part of the Government of 
Manchukuo to settle in a peaceful manner 
the frontier incidents caused by Japan- 
Manchukuo troops and to prevent further 
similar incidents clearly aiming at the 
creation of complications between the two 
countries. 

It draws the attention of the Manchn- 
kuo Government to the great danger to 
the cause of peace of further attacks on 
its frontier units and of the refusal of 
Manchukuo to take measures for the pre- 
vention and settlement of such conflicts. 

Immediate return of the arrested 
Mongolian soldiers is demanded,

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


The committee set up by the League 
Council to study means for the repression 
of terrorism concluded its work to-day. 
It was found impossible to reach agree- 
ment on the proposal to set up an Inter- 
national Criminal Court for trying cases 
arising out of terrorist action. | 
The proposal was supported by the 
French, Belgian, Rumanian and Spanish 
members of tke committee, but it was 
opposed by other members, including 
British and Russian delegates. 

It was, therefore, decided that the drait 
convention on the international measures 
to be taken to keep track of terrorists 
among political refugees, etc., should be 
divided into two parts. The first part 
would be drawn up in general terms, to 
which all States would be expected to 
adhere, and the second part would deal

A bill is to be introduced into the 
Northern Parliament next month to extend 
the unemployment insurance scheme to agri- 
cultural labourers on the same lines as pro- 
posed in Great Britain. Northern farmers, 
while not opposed to the measure, contend 
that the rates of contributions in Northern 
lreland and the benefits should be lower 
than’ in Great Britain, owing to the lower 
general level of wages. They are apprehen- 
sive that if the benefits are similar to those 

roposed for Great Britain labourers will he 
inclined to go on the dole rather than take 


obs. 

The Ulster Farmers’ Union approached the 
Northern Ireland representatives in the 
British House of Commoys by deputation to- 
day at the Unionist Headquarters, Glengall 
street, Belfast, and were received on behalf 
of himself and his colleagues by Sir David 
Reid, Bart., M.P., who indicated that the 
views of the deputation would receive the 
fullest consideration of the Committee over 
which he presided. 

A few days age the Northern Minister of 
Labour (Mr. J. M. Andrews) informed a de- 
putation of the Farmers’ Union that the rates
